Lower has served more than five 
years th* longest time any banker 
has remained in the state prison. 
He was committed to the institution 
in 1923 after being convicted on sev­ 
eral charges of embezzlement In 
connection with the failure of the 
Valparaiso bank 
Under the sentence of the court 
he has five more sentences of one 
to seven years, or a total of thirty- 
five years to serve 
Hie trial Judge 
pronounced separate sentences on 
each count, providing that they 
should be re\red consecutively. How ­ 
ever. since that time Judge E E. 
Oood has stated, according to a let­ 
ter pre$.\ted to the board that his 
purpose was not to send Lower to 
prison for a term of forty-two years, 
but to Insure his remaining In 
prison the full length of at leaf one 
term.

Paving Planned Includes 
22 Miles on King of 
Trails Road. 


Bids on approximately $2,500,000 
worth of new highway construction 
aer# called for Tuesday by 
Roy 
Cochran, secretary of the 
public 
w'orks department. 
The new' work will include 
49 
miles of paving. 2Cfe miles of grav­ 
eled road construction. 172 mile* of 
grading, thirty-seven bridges, 
and 
191 miles of resurfacing gravel. The 
bids will be received on July ll. 
One of the more important paving 
projects includes twenty-two miles 
between 
Plattsmouth and 
Union, 
and Fort Crook and Omaha and 
Fort Crook and LaPlatte on 
the 
King of Trails highway. This is one 
of the heaviest traveled roads in the 
state, and was one which caused the 
state the greatest amount of trouble 
during the spring tliaw. It carries 
the great bulk or the traffic from 
Kansas City and the southeastern 
part of the state to Omaha. It Lh 
particularly used in the trucking of 
livestock to the Omaha markets.* 
Another 11-mile project west of 
Schuyler, when completed will pro­ 
vide paving all the way 
between 
Schuyler and Columbus on the Lin­ 
coln highway. At the last letting, a 1 
contract was awarded for the paving 
of five miles east of Columbus to the 
Platte county line. This Is another 
road where soil conditions and the ' 
heavy traffic have made it almost 
impossible to maintain a good gravel 
surface 
Another portion of the Lincoln 
highway to be paved is a stretch of 
9 6 miles between Central City and 
Chapman. 
Af Grand Island. 2 7 miles will be f 
-*”*d south to the Platte 
river! 
bridge. 
Three miles of the Meridian high­ 
way about 7 miles south of Norfolk 
Is also to be paved. This strip 
of 
road has been difficult to maintain 
oecause of the sandy texture of the 
soil.

Phone Companies Says 
Railroads Should 
Pay Expense. 


Representatives of railroads and 
trie m on# companies presented their 
opposing views to the state railway 
commission In a hearing Tuesday 
forenoon, relative to the m anner in 
which com m unication wires of the 
totter should be laid in conduits 
under railroad rtscks where the 
lines cross each other, and by w hom 
the cost of such installation should 
be borne 
Overhead 
wires 
above 
railroad 
tracks are looked upon as a hazard 
to safety of trainm en, and in any 
event they must be placed high 
enough to give plenty of clearance 
for passing t rains, the men on them , 
and the cargoes carried 
In heavy 
sleet or snowstorms they are likely 
to sag down and cause trouble. The 
present tendency is to carry the 
wires In a tube underneath the 
tracks. 
Railroad companies w ant the con­ 
duits to begin a considerable dis­ 
tance outside of the trackbed and 
to be rath er deep In the ground. 
Telephone companies, from an ex­ 
pense viewpoint, contend th at lf an 
elaborate outlay 
la required th e 
railroads should pay pert of the 
cost. 
In the case of the new railroad 
now being built from Y ankton to 
Pierce and possibly on to Norfolk, 
m any telephone lines already con­ 
structed and being operated will be 
crossed. 
H ie 
telephone 
people 
claim 
that 
under 
such

stances the railroad, which Is the 
newcomer In the field, ahuld put in 
the wire conduits entirely a t its 
own expense, since they themselves 
are not benefitted In any way.
